Danger of Mapai dictatorship

The political controversy over 
Isracl's clectoral system of propor- 
tional representation, stimulated by 
the inconclusive result of the recent 
general election, has been taken up by 
the Chairman of the British Labour 
Party, Mr. Richard Crossman, M.P. 


Speaking to Israel in the Hebrew 
Service of the B.B.C. on Saturda 
evening, he said “I cannot agree wit 
your Prime Minister in his conviction 
that Israel would be better governed 
if the system of voting were altered 
so as to ensure a two-party system.” 

Mr. Crossman, who provides a 
regular commentary on international 
affairs for the Hebrew Service, was 
referring to Mr. Ben-Gurion’s remark 
that the election result was a 
“national disaster” and to his often- 
repeated demand that Israel should 
adopt a system modelled on Britain's. 

“It seems to me most dangerous 
to suggest that in this respect there 
could be any close analogy between 
Isracli and British democracy.” Mr. 
Crossman declared. He defended the 
cxisting system in Isracl on the 
grounds of tradition—it was evolved 
by the East and Central European 
immigrants from the Continental 
pattern--and of expediency. The 
normal method of government in a 
multi-party democracy is a coalition 
of a number of parties and groups, 
a svstem which has the advantage 
that between elections, if things go 
wrong and the public get discon- 
tented. there can be a change of 
ministry and shifts of emphasis with- 
out a mayor crisis.” 


Unsuitable system 


On the other hand, Mr. Crossman 
continued the British two-party 
system required, for smooth work- 
ing. ull electoral basis which 

grotesquely distorts public opinion.” 

Not a single Commonwealth coun- 
try. he pointed out, had adopted the 
British which might have 
many advantages tor an established 
nation. “ but seems highly unsuitable 
for a young people, desirous that

“ Would there be a genuine alterna- 
tive to Mapai? Would a change in 
the electoral Jaw drive half a dozen 
of the minor parties to form a great 
coalition of Liberal opposition to 
Mapai, the kind of party with a 
reasonable chance of winning a clear 
majority and forming a  govern- 
ment ? 

“If there were a reasonable chance 
of this happening, I would not be so 
apprehensive of proposals to intro- 
duce the British two-party system 
into Israel's political life. But, for 
the life of me, I cannot see this 
happening. What I do see is a pros- 
pect of an already powerful Mapai 
being confronted, not by an alter- 
native government, but by a splintered 
collection of. warring minor parties, 
of whose claims it has to take not 
the faintest cognisance,” Mr. Cross- 
man asserted. 

With this analysis. he reached the 
conclusion that if the British two- 
party pattern were introduced into 
israel, the political result would be 
“not the alternating stability of the 
British system but something much 
more like the rigidity and monolithic 
personal leadership which one sees 
in France.”

PETTICOAT LANE ON 
THE AIR

“You can have your handkerchief 
stolen from you at the Aldgate end, 
and sold back to you . . . washed, 
ironed, and in a nice new box... 
before you're half-way through.” 


So, affectionately, and with a kind 
of indulgent pride, Petticoat Lane was 
summed up by one of her dedicated 
traders when London's street mar- 
kets went on parade last Friday 
afternoon in the B.B.C, radio pro- 
ramme, “ Stalling Out.” It was the 
atest in the “World of Sound” 
series. 

For nearly half an hour the pro- 
gramme dabbled among other famous 
markets in the great Metropolis. The 
Portobello Road . . . the Caledonian 
. + « the Lambeth Walk. ... And 
then. with a few minutes still to go, 
the listener was suddenly plunged into 
the familiar tumult of what the 
narrator script-writer, Monty 
Modlyn, described as “the greatest 
free show of them all. Nine streets, 
containing 1,500 folk either selling or 
just entertaining.” Or both ? 

We were allowed to eavesdrop 
briefly on veteran trader Mike Stern, 
in the full flood of his oratory, 
beguiling the customers as he has 
been doing for the past 47 years. We 
heard the owner of a _ famous 
restaurant avow that he sold a thou- 
sand kosher salt-beef sandwiches on 


an average Sunday morning. And 
we were assured by a Stepney Coun- 
cillor that Petticoat Lane would last 
for ever, despite plans for a “ new 
look market.” 

What is it that lures a man into 
the world of the street market—and 
keeps him there? For one of the 
traders interviewed the primary 
attraction is the “open-air life” and 
the opportunity it gives of mecting 
people. “I should get sick of being 
cooped up in an office and secing the 
same old faces all the time.” 


Made a million 


This does not imply that one can- 
not benefit financially, too, from a 
career in the street markets. Million- 
aires have been made there. The 
programme included an _ interview 
with one of them—Jack (Cohen, 
owner of grocery stores and super- 
markets, who came out of the forces 
with £20 in his pocket at the end of 
the First World War. 

Describing how he had bought and 
resold N.A.A.F.1. goods with this 
pittance, progressing steadily from 
his initial profit of £1 in the course 
of a morning. Mr. Cohen said “It 
was a wonderful education ; it taught 
me how to buy and sell. My advice 
to anvone who wants to get on in 
business is to acquire the education 
of the street trader you really 
have to fight to succeed.

SAD VISIT TO ODESSA 


Desolate remnants of a community 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


It was a very sad homecoming for 
Mr. David Rosen, 65-year-old whole- 
sale stamp dealer from Stamford Hill, 
who took his family on a cruise to 
Odessa, his native town and Russia's 
great Black Sea port. He had left 
the town more than half a century 
ago, but returned from London after 
the Russian Revolution in 1917 only 

leave once again two years later— 
this time aboard a Royal Navy vessel. 

Back from his voyage to Odessa in 
the company of his London-born son 
and daughter, his in-laws, and three 
grandchildren, Mr. Rosen said, “It 
was a very sad experience. In the 
house where I lived 1 could not find 
even one person who had lived there 
in my time. Everything looked old, 
dirty, and dilapidated. The synagogue 
in which I was Barmitzvah is no 
more.a place of worship, nor are the 
two other synagogues in the centre of 
the town which I knew so well.” 


Synagogues closed 


The absence of any kind of 
Yiddishkeit in Odessa (once teeming 
with Jewish people and Jewish life) 
astonished and grieved Mr. Rosen 
most of all. He said: “1 speak 
Russian, my son-in-law speaks Ger- 
man, and many young people we met 
spoke English, so we could talk with 
quite a number of Jewish people, 
young and old. They all told us that 
they knew nothing of Yiddishkeit in 
Odessa; only the older ones could 
speak Yiddish.’ 

There used to be three great syna- 
im Odessa, Mr 
but all three were now closed. One— 
the Brodskaya—-bore an inscription 
“ Archives” on its wall. but both its 
gates were locked. “I then went to 
the Bolshaya (Great Synagogue) but 
if, too, was closed ts exterior 


Rosen said, . 


remained basically unchanged 
although it gave the impression of an 
abandoned property which had been 
used as a warehouse. The staincd- 
glass windows were no more, the 
walls needed not onc, but several 
coats of paint. and the iron gates 
were rusty; of the Magen David 
there was not even a trace.” 

The former synagogue was locked 
from the front, while chains barred 
the entrance from the back. But a 
little boy who had appeared on the 
scene showed the Rosens that onc 
could squeeze through the chains and 
thus reach the interior. They went 
in, and saw in the synagogue—with 
its magnificent old columns still 
standing—-a large portrait of Lenin 
in the place where the almemar used 
to be. At opposite ends of the other- 
wise large, empty, and spotlessly 
clean hall, were two basket-ball nets. 
The women's gallery was gone, and 
in its place a new floor had been 
built with bars for gymnastics 
attached to the walls. “It was 
obvious that our synagogue has been 
turned into a gymnasium,” Mr. Rosen 
said with indignation. 


“No more killings ” 


He inquired whether there was 
some other place of Jewish worship 
and was told that there was a small 
synagogue somewhere on the outskirts 
of the town. But he did not sce ff 

it was when the Rosens were 
making inquiries about the syna- 
gocucs that a middie-agced Jewish 
woman fold them: “Never mind 
the synagogucs The main thing 
is that we are no longer bothered, 
that there are no killings any longer. 
and that we are Ieft in peace. All we 
want here is peace, peace for the 
world and for the Jews.” 

“It was all rather heart-breakine.” 
Mr. Rosen concluded.

He said that the Sassoon family 
had already pledged £11,000 for the 
project, but another £30,000 was 
needed to purchase a site and build 
the school. The ee t of th 
school, as well as the aa ing sta 
and part of the maintenance cost, 
would ~ provided by Ort itself. Mr. 
Elijah hopes that British Ort, which 
does not maintain any schools in 
India, would give Indian Jewry @ 
helping hand. 


Pending completion of the’ Ort 
school in Bombay, special prepara- 
tory courses in elementary. manual 
training would begin in the two 
Jewish schools for all those boys who 
wanted to enrol for vocational train- 
ing.

A woman’s accusations

The question whether the average 
citizen of the Nazi Reich was aware 
of the scale of Hitler's anti-Jewish 


persecution is still debated. The 
diaries of Ursula von  Kardorff. 
featured in the “Sued Deutsche 


Zeitung” last month under the title 
“ The Long Way through this Night,” 
throw some light on the subject. 

At the time of the anti-Jewish boy- 
cott in Germany in 1933, the author 
wrote to a friend of hers, “ Yester- 
day things were so horrible that we 
just sat down and cried. How 
degrading that one has to look on 
without being able to help. We are 
visiting and comforting Jewish 
friends.” 

Of the following years Miss Kar- 
dort! recalls that nobody was prepared 
to take the rabid and threatening 
Streicher-type antisemitism seriously. 
“Many of our Jewish friends 
emigrated. Strangely enough. I do 
not remember any heartbreaking fare 
wells. One day they were gone 
Letters came at first. but soon the 
correspondence ceased.” 


Girl beaten up 


The Kristalinacht. the author states 
was for her the decisive turning- 
pome! ihe organised lootings. the 
demolished shops, the pale faces of 
the terrified. and of those petrified 
with fear” were sights she could 
somehow endure. But the final 
incradicable shock came when she 
witnessed the beating-up of a young 
gil. “1 saw her lying in the street 
and crying: a pretty young thing 
Hefty men crowded around her. Not 
one of them helped. From that 
moment I ceased to love my father- 
land.” 

In October, 1942, the author wrote 
that: “ All Jews up to the age of 80 
are being deported. One sees them 
in the streets, their eyes red with 
weeping. It breaks one’s heart that 
one can do so little to help.” 

And she concludes: “I did know 
after all although | was then merely 
a young journalist. Let nobody who 
was of age at the time proclaim: *] 
never knew

The new Kennedy Administration 
was feeling its feet and was not 
quite ready to take a definitive 
position on any aspect of the 
Middle Eastern situation.

Somersaults and sackings 


BOTH of the two radio stations 
known as the “Voice of the 
Arabs” in Amman and Cairo, 
have interpreted the Israeli elec- 
tions as a defeat for Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, which they naturally wel- 
come Amman considers that 
“ Dr. Goldmann’s Party” (as they 
characteristically call i) js jn a 
position to defeat Mapat. 

Nasser himself has used the 
elections as a pad from which to 
launch yet another tirade against 
Israel. He quotes statements in 
the newspaper “Cherut,”. rather 
selectively. as proof of Israel's 
aggressive intentions, without men- 
tioning that Cherut polled hardly 
more than an eighth of the votes. 
Nasser used his rather oblique 
quotations from “Cherut”™ to 
justify his contention that the 
U.A.R.’s centralisation and jndus- 
trialisation must be devoted first 
and foremost to the containment 
and subsequent conquest of Israel.

One ellect of the Bizerta affair 
is to bring about one of those com- 
plete somersaults in inter-Arab 
relations which are too frequent 
to be surprising. After having 
attempted to assassinate Bourguiba 
on at least one occasion, and 
having denounced him as a puppet 
of imperialism, Nasser now hails 
him as “a true struggler for the 
Arab cause.” Bourguiba, who 
likes to hedge, has reciprocated the 
greeting and expressed his satisfac- 
tion that Nasser has “come to see 
Tunisia’s struggle in its true light.” 

The two countries have 
exchanged delegations of jour- 
nalists for the first time in several 
years, and the two leaders have 
agreed (in principle) to exchange 
visits. Ii may be purely accidental 


that neither has given his compli- 
ments to the other much currency 
inside his own country. On 
previous occasions Nasser has 
patched up his relations § with 
Kassem, Hussein, Saud, and other 
Arab rulers, indulging in orgies of 
Arab brotherliness, only to turn on 
them again when the next crisis 
arises. This is not to suggest that 
Arab unity of action against an 
outside enemy —real or imagined — 
is impossible, but that without 
fundamental changes in attitude 
and political structure Arab unity 
remains a shifting sand on which 
it is unsafe to build political hopes

Mohammed Fikri Abaza_ was 
a leader of the younger Egyptian 
nationalists during the 1930s, and 
a popular journalist of some stand- 
ing, who threw in his lot with the 
junta. As editor of the Egyptian 
weekly, “ Al-Mussawar,” he dis- 
played independence, and more 
than once drew Soviet fire for his 
criticism. 

He has now been fired by Nasser 
himself from his editorial post and 
directorships. The reason given 
by Cairo Radio for his dismissal 
was his proposal that the Great 
Powers “impose” a federation on 
the Arab States, and force Israel to 
affiliate. This had been aimed at 
spreading doubts in the Arab 
attitude towards Israel—-an attitude 
unanimously agreed upon by the 
Arab nation, which no individual 
had the right to criticise. 

Besides being a reflection on 
Nasser’s claims that the U.A.R. 
Press is now “truly free” and 
“the property of the whole 
people,” the incident shows some 
of the undercurrents beneath the 
surface of the Arab world.

the refugee problem would be very 
simple : “Repatriation or com- 
pensation.” There would be no 
other formula. This is the State 
Department line, which was fol- 
lowed in Mr. Kennedy's notes to 
the heads of the Arab States, 
except that the phrase, in the 
“New York Times” version, 
became “compensation and 
repatriation.” The State Depart- 
ment has since assured the Israelis 
that this was a mistake on the 
“Times” part, but it has not 
stated so publicly, nor, so far as 
1 can learn, has it approached the 
newspaper to print a correction. 

It has been pointed out to the 
Americans, and it will be stated 
in the U.N., that repatriation in 
itself: is completely unacceptable to 
Israel as a principle. Moreover, 
in reply to the point that a -settle- 
ment of the refugee problem would 
be a step towards peace between 
Israel and the Arab States, it ts 
argued that there are no signs that 
the Arabs would accept any Israeli 
gesture with any measure of good 
will. To the contrary, all sound- 
ings of the Arabs by the USA. 
have shown that any willingness by 
Israel to accept a number of 
refugees would be interpreted as 
weakness and would embolden 
the more determined revanchist 
elements seeking to destroy the 
Jewish State. 

Another aspect of the suggested 
solution of the refugee problem is 
also strongly criticised : the num- 
ber of Arabs affected. The usual 


figure given is “more than a 
million.” This, the Israelis point 
out, is vastly inflated. Unrwa 


reports contain the admission that 
the exact number of persons in the 
camps cannot be ascertained and 
reliance has to be placed on the 
counting of ration cards. But since 
deaths are not reported (if they 
can be kept from Unrwa know- 
ledge) so that the cards will 
remain in circulation, there are 
undoubtedly a greater number of 
cards than there are refugees 


Emigrated 


The Israelis argue that if one 
were to subtract the present Arab 
population Israel from the 
population in Mandated Palestine, 
and take into consideration § the 
Arab population that chose to 
remain on the Arab side, a figure 
of about half a million would be 
arrived at. About a third of these 
people have either been resettled 
in Arab countries, notably Jordan 
and Lebanon, or have emigrated 
in smaller numbers elsewhere. The 
actual refugee figure is put at 
about 300,000, and it is argued that 
these should be absorbed by the 
Arab. States. There has already 
been a lopsided exchange of popu- 
lations between the Jewish State 
and its neighbours—-500,000 Jews 
from Arab States against 300,000 
refugees. 

Every few years the pro-Arab 
elements in the State Department 
seem to manage to get across their 
thesis that a dozen Arab votes are 
more important to America than 
Israel’s lone vote. And this seems 
to be their year,

R. BEN-GURION 

believes that Israel's 

system of proportional 
representation encourages the 
multiplicity of parties and 
political instability: if only it 
would adopt Britain's system 
of constituency representation 
there would be an elimination 
of parties and everything would 
be fine. But is Britain's system 
so stable and Israel's so 
unstable ? We have had five 
general elections in this country 
between 1900 and 1914, seven 
between 1918 and 1939. and 
five since 1945.

The twenty-ighth annual 
report of the Central British 
Fund comes with a covering 
letter from Mr. Oscar Joseph, 
the Chairman. “The needs 
are pressing, he writes—and 
it 1s clear from the report that 
the needs, especially in North 
Africa, “are very pressing, 
indeed. “Living conditions in 
the mellah,” we read, “are 
pitiful; nutrition js poor; 
health has been neglected. and 
education standards are still 
very low.” It is, therefore, sur- 
prising to discover that the 
Fund has more than £80,000 in 
cash and a further £187,500 on 
loan to public corporations. It 
has also received nearly 
£2.000,000 from the Trust Cor- 
poration for Germany, but has 
spent less than half of this, and 
has £1,290,000 on loan to public 
corporations. 

One's first reaction on study- 
ing the accounts, therefore, is 
to ask whether the fund is a

money, but it is only a trustee 
of the sums received from the 
Trust Corporation and is at 
liberty to allocate them only for 
the benefit of victims of 
Nazism. are “ victims’?

But if, as is probabie, this 
opinion is not legally tenable, 
then the C.B.F. should go to the 
courts and have the terms of 
trusteeship altered. Mr. Joseph 
admits that this may be neces- 
sary. but he speaks in terms 
of from 10 to 20 years time. 
1 feel that this anomalous silua- 
tion in which wealth accumu- 
lates while men decay should 
be ended at once. There are 
projects for the benefit of 
Jewish communal life which 
could make a great contribution 
to the future of Jewry if funds 
on the scale of the C.B.F.’s 
accumulation could be made 
available.

Jewish Organisations to co-ordinate the 
ideas and activities of world Jewry on matters 
of general concern. Representative Anglo-Jewish 
opinion preferred to suspend judgment until it 
could be seen how the conference worked out in 
practice. This attitude was shared by most of 
the sponsors themselves, who proposed a two- 
vear trial period during which participating 
Organisations would meet on a purely ad hoc 
basis before any steps were taken to establish 
any kind of formal organtsation. Sufficient time 
has chapsed since the first conterence in 19SS to 
permit a tat evaluation of the scheme.

ORTHODOX STRONGHOLD 


Gateshead is a small industrial town on the 
south bank of the River Tyne that in recent years 
has become tamous throughout world Jewry as 
a Stronghold of religious Orthodoxy Eighty 
years azo no Jews at all lived there, and even 
today its Jewish population comparatively 
small. Ihe neighbouring communities of New- 
castle and Sunderland have always been of far 
greater size and enjoyed greater amenities. Yet 
the yeshiva that was tounded in Ciateshead as 
recently as 1927 has in a single generation made 
it a far-famed centre of Orthodox learning. It 
was deliberately designed to follow in the tradi- 
tions set by the East European yeshivot of 
Volozhin and Mir, which were established in 
places small in comparison with such cities as 
Warsaw and Vilna. The founders of the Gates- 
head Yeshiva were pious and God-fearing men 
who embarked on their venture of faith with 
vision and determination. With the enthusiastic 
aid of a growing band of zealous supporters, 
their hopes and prayers have now been realised. 
The new yeshiva building which will be conse- 
Crated next Sunday is the most modern in Europe 
and will accommodate some 150 students. The 
Workers for this cause deserve the admiration and 
good wishes of the whole community. They have 
64 a splendid example of creative activity, 


urgent today as immediately after the war, there 
sll would be room for an efficient machinery 
which would, in times of need, link the efforts 
of a multitude of Jewish organisations. Experi- 
ence has, however, shown that those who have 
so tar promoted these efforts have failed to 
devise the methods which would translate the 
idea! into practical form, This fatlure does not 
imply that consultation and even co-ordination 
are quite absent from Jewish organisational life.

Facilities for exchange of 
information and specific projects already evist. 
A world conference is likely to be wastelul of 
time and money and engage in an orgy of-plati-

FRAIL: BUT SAFE 

Holiday-niakers who are now returning to 
their city homes must be lamenting that they 
can no longer enjoy the beauties of nature which 
have lately delighted them In a few weeks 
time, however. those who celebrate the Festival 
of Succot will be able. tor a brief while. to 
recapture something of the freedom and fragrance 
of the countryside. A great many detatled rules 
amd regulatrons were prescribed by the ancient 
rabbis regarding the precise way in which the 
succah should be constructed and furnished.

Struction “~-a wise and necessary precaution, for 
the succah was never intended to demonstrate 
the frailty of mortal existence to the extent of 
actually jeopardising human life. But in the 
unhtkely event of a pious jerrybuilder being 
prosecuted by the Council, it seems probable that 
any conflicting interests would be amicably 
settled.

Nowadays we speak of solid fuel. 
rather than just “coal,” because 
modern manutacturing techniques 
are making possible the production 
of a large number of new fuels, 
based on coal, designed to meet all 
the needs of the twentieth-century 
home. 


Adaptable 


Solid fuels are the most adapt- 
able way of heating the home. They 
ure adaptable because they can 
supply heat in all degrees, from a 
small open fire lit on a late spring 
evening to take the chill off the 
room to a boiler providing central 
heating and domestic hot water for 
the largest home. 

Preoccupation with the need to 
reduce atmospheric pollution pro- 
vided the fillip for the development 
Of smokeless fuels. 

Ordinary gas coke—a by-product 
of gas manufacture—has been with 
us for a long time. It is a smoke- 
less fuel quite suitable for use in a 
boiler but unsatisfactory on an 
open fire, because all the volatile 
matter which produces the flames 
of a coal fire have been removed 
in the process of gas manufacture. 

Nowadays the Gas Boards pro- 
duce a number of special smokeless

fuels, marketed under such names 
as “Cleanglow ” and Phimax,” in 
which reactive elements have been 
retained, making them suitable fo: 
use on the open fire. 

A similar fuel is marketed by 
the National Coal Board as 
“Warmeo.” Two private com- 
panies manufacture “ Coalite ” and 
“Rexco” which are both smoke- 
less fuels, made from coal, that are 
suitable for the open fire. 

These are dearer than coal if cost 
per ton is considered. But the 
amount of useful heat in one of 
these fuels is much greater than ts 
contained in a ton of coal, and this 
more than compensates for the 
higher price. 


Promising 


Looking into the future, more 
new fuels will soon be available 
for the open fire. One of the draw- 
backs of the smokeless solid fucls 
is their hghtness. Because of their 
low density it is necessary to build 
up the fire fairly often. 

Two promising new fuels which 
surmount this problem are being 
developed by the National Coal 
Board, and by 1965 the Board 
expect to be producing a million 
tons a year. 

These fuels will be very volatile, 
which means they will burn with a 
bright flame, but smokeless. They 
will also be relatively dense, which 
means that less frequent recharging 
of the fire will be necessary, and 
less storage space will be needed 
for each ton of fuel. 

In the boiler field there is an 
equally wide range of choice. 
Although “Warmco”™ is intended 
for the open fire, it is also suitable 
for domestic boilers. The National 
Coal Board also manufacture 
“Phurnacite,” which is in such 
great demand as a boiler fuel that 
the Board are taking all possible 
steps to increase production. 

There are also fuels that can be 
used in their natural state in

domestic boters—the dry steam 
coals usually marketed as “ boiler 
nuts, and anthracite. 

But probably the most widely 
used boiler fuel in Britain today 1s 
“Sunbrite.” This is coke, but 
Should not be confused with gas 
coke. It ys known technically as 
“hard coke.” and is produced in 
coke ovens from coals which are 
specially blended to produce a coke 
suitable for boiler use—At 18, $0 to 
speak, tailor made for this purpose. 

To take advantage of the various 
solid tuels now on the market, it is 
advisable to instal one of the many 
modern appliances that have been 
designed to ensure that the house- 
holder obtains maximum = value 
from his tuel. 

In the old days the simple basket 
grate was universal, but such a 
grate is most wasteful. Most of the 
grumbles that we hear today about 
the price of coal come from people 
who are still using such old- 
fashioned grates. 

With a modern grate, with which 
it is possible to control the draught 
and therefore the rate of burning 
of the coal, solid fuel is still cheap 

certainly much cheaper than 
other forms of heating. 


Variety 
There are many forms of solid 


fuel room heaters; simple, “all 
night burning” grates, convector 


grates which feed convected air 
into the rooms as well as the 
radiant heat from the fuel bed, 


open stoves, closed stoves. 

The convector fires are more 
efficient, but dearer, than the simple 
“all night” grates; the stoves are 
even more efficient, but dearer still. 
The dearer appliances are cheaper 
in the long run because they burn 
less fuel, but they involve more 
capital outlay. 

All these room heaters can be 
fitted with back boilers. Depending 
on the size of the boiler, they can 
be used to provide not only 


domestic hot water, but some cen- 
tral heating as well. 

Some boilers now on the market 
are so efficient that with them 
the domestic fire will heat four 
radiators and a towel rail as well 
as the hot water system. Such an 
installation, costing about £160, is 
far and away the cheapest means 
of heating a house. 

For full central heating, there is 
a large variety of solid fuel boilers 
to choose from. The choice should 
be made on the recommendation 
of the heating engineer, as it 
depends upon the amount of heat 
that will be required tor the system 
installed. 

The cost of such a = system 
depends on the size of the house, 
the lay-out of the house, and its 
location—a house on a_ hillside 
facing north, with no shelter, will 
obviously require more heating 
than one in a sheltered valley. 


Trouble-free 


But whatever the 
any particular system solid fuel 
central heating is cheapest to 
instal, and cheapest to run. 

When comparing the costs of 
various central heating systems, tt 
is worth bearing in mind the fact 
that during the Britisb summer it 
is frequently necessary to have 
some heating in the home, particu- 
larly in the evenings.

running costs are 
usually based on a 30-week heating 
season. Even on such a basis a 


cost comparison between solid and 
other fuels is substantially i favour 
of sold fuel. 

If it 18 necessary to run the boiler 
for more than 30 weeks in the year 
the margin in favour of solid fuel 
is obviously increased. 

In addition to all the advantages 
already listed, solid fuel ts com- 
pletely trouble free. There 1s 
nothing to go wrong with a solid 
fuel appliance. No regular main- 
tenance contract is mecessary, as 
with other fuels.

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HOME HEATING 


OST householders possess 
M at least one electric fire 

that is easily portable 
from room to room to provide 
warmth immediately it is required, 
without labour, fumes, or the 
products of combustion. 

Silent in operation, clean and 
trouble-free in use, the simple elec- 
tric fire amply demonstrates advan. 
tages that are obtainable only 
when electricity is utilised for heat- 
ing. 

In addition to 
tariffs for electricity used for 
domestic purposes, Electricity 
Boards offer lower rates for elec- 
tricity that is used for heating pur- 
poses during what is known as the 
“ off-peak periods. 


Stored 


These periods vary between dif- 
ferent Boards, but supplies are 
usually made available for 12 hours 
during the night and two or three 
hours about mid-day. 

Obviously, to gain benefit from 
these rates, it is necessary to pro- 
vide a medium in which heat can 
be stored in sufficient quantities in 
the periods when electricity ts avail- 
able, so that it can be released to 
maintain temperatures at the 
desired levels when electricity 
cannot be used. 

As concrete is a material that 
can be easily used for this purpose, 
it has now become a common prac- 
tice to heat many houses and flats 
by the floor-warming method 
described here. 

When a new house or flat is 
being erected, heating cables can be 
buned in a concrete floor without 
difficulty. Electricity supplied to 
the floor at off-peak times is stored 
in the concrete mass as heat 

As with any other heating system,

it is necessary to pay careful atten- 


tion to design. details when plan- 
ning electric floor-warming 
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Warmth comes through the _ floor

scheme, and these are matters best 
left to the architect or heating 
engineer. 

After the heating cables have 
been installed and connected to the 
electricity supply, floor warming 
works like this. 

A time-switch automatically 
turns on the current at pre-deter- 
mined times during the periods 
when electricity is available at the 
Off-Peak Rate. The heating cables 
then heat up the concrete in which 
they are embedded until the right 
temperature is reached, when a 
thermostat turns off the current. 

The heat stored up in the floor 
is given off until the current ts 
automatically turned on again at 
night or during the mid-day period. 
A house or room is, therefore, com- 
fortably warm early in the morning 
and keeps warm right throughout 
the day. 

The maximum surface tempera- 
ture of the floor is about 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit, but this is only required 
during cold weather and will be 
lower when the weather is mild. 

In addition to the advantages of 
electric heating which have already 
been mentioned, electric floor- 
warming provides a uniform gentle 
warmth over the whole of the 
room in which it is installed, and 
does not create draughts. Children 
can be left playing on the floor 
even in the coldest weather with- 
out fear of chills. 


More space 


Furthermore, if electric floor- 
warming is considered during the 
early stages of planning a new 
house, it will soon be realised that 
greater freedom is allowed by this 
form of heating. With no chimneys 
to consider, no boiler in the kit- 
chen, no pipes or radiators, much 
extra floor space becomes available. 

Floor-warming is usually 
installed over the whole area of a 
bungalow, but only on the ground 


floor of a two-storey house, since 
it has been found that enough heat 
travels upwards to maintain a fairly 
comfortable background tempera- 
ture in the bedrooms on the upper 
floor. It can, however, be installed 
in the first floor if more heat is 
required upstairs. 

It will be realised that it is not 
normally possible to instal floor- 
warming cables in an_ existing 
house. Therefore, to take advan- 
tage of cheap “off-peak” elec- 
tricity for heating, it is necessary 
to use appliances or equipment 
specially designed to store heat. 

Until recently such appliances 
were not available for domestic 
heating, but storage block heaters 
similar to those that are used jn 
offices and shops, but specially 
designed for use in the home, will 
soon be obtainable. 


Off-peak rates 


Any householder contemplating 
their use should obtain advice in 
the first instance from his archi- 
tect, electrical contractor, or Elec- 


tricity Board. 


In some instances, an existing 
hot-water central heating system 
can be converted to electrical 
operation by replacing the existing 
boiler with an electric boiler or 
immersion heater circulator, and, if 
space can be provided to accom- 
modate a hot-water storage vessel 
of suitable capacity, advantage can 
also be takeh of low “ off-peak ” 
rates. 

Any heating method or appliance 
using “off-peak” electricity is 
primarily intended to provide con- 


tinuous heating throughout the 
winter. 
Where. however, a home is 


unoccupied for a large portion of 
the day, heating may be required 
only for short periods in. the 
morning. in the evening, and at 
week-ends. In such circumstances 
it may well be advantageous to use 
direct-heating high-temperature 
radiant heaters. 

With this type of heater full heat

Low background warmth can be 
maintained in rooms that are inter- 
mittently occupied by employing 
convector heaters that are pur- 
posely designed for long-period use. 

The convector incorporates a

For 
example, the radiant panel heater 
is convenient to use in a small 
room where a radiant fire may be 
too hot for anyone sitting at a 
table, or might Scorch the furniture, 
No kind of portable heater 
should be used in a bathroom. Suit- 
able heaters for permanent fixing 
high up on the wall in a bathroom 
are readily obtainable, and house- 
holders would be wel! advised to 
call upon the services of their elec- 
trical contractor to mstal them.

For 
average homes of four bedrooms 
or smaller an appliance of up to 
50,000 B.T.U./H. (British thermal 
unit) will normally be required, 
depending on the ‘heal requirements 
of the family. 

A boiler of 35,000 B.T.U./H. 
will provide extensive warmth in 
the downstairs part of a three-bed- 
room house and background heat- 
ing On the upper floor 

Most of the smaller range of oil- 
fired boilers are now fully auto- 
matic and are lit at the touch of a 
button Other, cheaper models 
need initial lighting by hand at the 
Start of a season and thereafter 
function under thermostatic control 
between high and low flame 

Good combustion in any heating 
appliance. depends on the satisfac- 
tory mixture of fuel with air. Many 
oil-fired appliances function effici- 
entiy on natural draught while 
others employ fan-assisted draught. 


Total cost 


A new development is an appli- 
ance which may be fixed to any 
outside wall; part of it is fitted in 
the wall cavity and air is drawn in 
from outside. 

Total cost of installation will 
vary from house to house, depend- 
ing on the circumstances and the 
heat demands of the family. Asa 
guide, the possible cost of a 35,000 
B.T.U./H. installation in a three- 
bedroom house would be £330- 
£380 in a new house and £350-£400 
in an existing house. 

For full central heating in a four- 
bedroom house employing a 50,000 
B.T.U./H. boiler the installation 


cost would be around £380-£430 
at the time of building and £400- 
£450 in an existing house.

LEFEP accounts for a third of 
S our lives so it is only right 
that we should devote some 
thought to extracting the maximum 
of comfort from our beds. 
In the immediate post-war years, 
warming beds by electricity was a 


In fact, 
in 1947 there were only twelve 
electric blanket manufacturers.

Many people, of course,. have 
more than one—for airing the beds 
in the spare room and week-end 
cottage they are invaluable. 

No longer do we consider that 


electric blankets are for the ‘sick 
and elderly only—in fact, they 
have become one of the most 


popular wedding presents. 

Simple to use, the modern elec- 
tric blanket is put into the bed 
lnke any other blanket, switched on 
for an hour or so before retiring 
and switched off when you get tn. 

This is a point : electric blankets 
are designed to heat your bed— 
not you. The fact that you can 
relax all vour lambs as soon aS you 
get in without fear af touching 
a cold patch will sead you to sleep 
without additional heat. 

Consumption of electricity ts 


low and, in these expensive days, 


it is a happy thought that your 
warm and comtortable bed will 
cost you only about 4d. a week 

All electric blankets are designed 
with two objectives-—-warming and 
airing —but, with the rapid growth 
of the industry, keen competition 


has put many cheaper models on 
the market. 

When choosing a blanket, there- 
fore, look for quality, and 
especially a blanket bearing the 
symbol of the British Standard 
lostitution—the “ Kite Mark.” 

This means that your blanket 
has passed tests for wear and 
safety, and should give you years 
of comfort and usefulness.

Bible studies

The Bible in the Making. By 
Grpoes MacGregor, John Murray. 
Ws. 


It is no exaggeration to say that 
the recent publication of the first 
volume of the New English Bible 
has aroused, in this country, a wave 
of popular interest im the ancient 
scriptures which is quite unprece 
dented in our generation and prob- 
ably surpasses the wildest hopes of ils 
compilers. On the crest of this wave 
appears a book by an eminent Biblical 
scholar which tells the enthralling 
story of how, during the course of 


3.000 years, the original ancient 
manuscripts came to assume thet 
present widely varied forms. At any 


time this book would serve a useful 
purpose for students of religion, but 
its timing—and the story ts brought 
right up to date—should ensure that 
it reaches a wide circle of ordimary 
readers. 

Naturally, many of the subjects 
dealt with, such as the early codices. 
the first Hebrew papyri, the 
palimpsests, copyists’ errors, disputed 
texts. problems of translation, and 
the like, are highly technical matters, 
involving both literary and historical 
scholarship. But the author has suc- 
ceeded in treating this rather for- 
midable material with such a light 
touch and in so engaging a manner 
that what he has produced is nothing 
less than a highly exciting romance 

One chapter of especial interest 
deals with Jewish translations and 
for this the author has had the col- 
laboration of Rabbi Goltschalk, of the 
Hebrew Union College, Los Angeles. 
It deals with Jewish Biblical exegesis 
from Talmudical times. through Rashi 
and his period, right up to the work 
of the Jewish Publication Society in 
America. It is a pity, perhaps, that 
one or two minor errors (not in this 
chapter, but in the Jewish context) 
have been allowed to appear in the 
text. It is not, for instance, Psalm 
CxXxxvii but Psalm cxxvi which ts sung 
in Jewish homes after the Sabbath 


meal. Nor is it conceivable that the 
Great Sanhedrin. a  Pharisaicall, 
dominated body. “passed sentence 


of crucifixion on Jesus.” But these 
are minor blemishes in a book which 
not only shows genuine scholarship 
and erudition but is imbued on every 
nage with that “love, reverence. and 


piety.”

Weber understands the tntel- 
lectual from his religious roots; we 
can speak of the Jewish or Christian 
intellectual Ihe very fact that 
Bronowski and Mazlish speak of the 
intellectual im general without dis- 
tinguishing between Jewish = and 
Christian intellectuals proves that the 
two authors lack a true understanding 
of this central figure of Western 
civilisation. It ts an empty abstrac- 
tion to speak of the intellectual as if 
he were only one single type. A 
religious sociology of the intellectual 
as cxemplified in Max Weber's work 
should start with the messianism of 
the Biblical prophets and Paul's 
vision of the “new era.” 

As the importance of Max Weber 
is now realised outside Germany, it is 
necessary to remember that his com- 
parison of the status of Jews in 
Western civilisation with the under- 
privileged caste of India. the pariah. 
was long ago satisfactorily refuted

Stuffed with various savoury 
fillings, tomatoes make excellent 
luncheon dishes. cither hot or cold, 


Choose large tomatoes and either 
cut across in halves or cut a slice 
off the top of each. Scoop out the 
pulp, season the cup with salt and 
pepper. Any pulp that is not used 
in the filling can be added to stews 
or sauces. 

To serve hot. Prepare tomatoes 
as above and use any of the follow- 
ing fillings. Place in a greased, fire 
proof dish and bake in a moderate 
oven about 20 minutes. Serve with 
peas. or beans or surrounded with 
spaghetti. 


(1) For six large tomatoes: six 
tablespoonfuls of spinach purée and 
a tablespoonful of tomato pulp. 


Season with salt and fhepper. After 
filling tomato cases, sprinkle with 
brown breadcrumbs. 


(2) Any kind of cooked meat or 
poultry, finely minced and moistened 
with tomato pulp and thick gravy. 


(3) Cooked rice and curry sauce: 
or cooked rice mixed with an equal 
quantity of grated cheese. Moisten 
with tomato pulp. 


(4) Finely chopped mushrooms, 2 
z.; breadcrumbs, 2 07.; grated onion, 
| tablespoonful; margarine, 2 07.: 
salt and pepper. Fry mushrooms and 
onion in the margarine in a covered 
saucepan for a few minutes. then stir 
in the breadcrumbs and tomato pulp 
and season to taste. 


Cold Fillings 


Prepare tomatoes and, after filling, 
garnish with mustard and cress or 
surround with shredded lettuce and 
tufts of watercress. Serve potato 
salad separately. 


Fillings. (1) Cold, cooked vege- 
tables, diced. Add a few chopped 
capers or gherkins and moisten with 
salad dressing. 

(2) Finely minced chicken = and 
tongue, add a little chopped parsley, 
and moisten with salad dressing. 


(3) Flaked. cooked fish, diced 
cucumber, and tomato pulp. 


(4) Diced apple and grated carrot 
moistened with salad cream. 


(S) Grated cheese, chopped. hard- 
boiled egg. tomato pulp, and salad 
cream. 

(6) Cream cheese and scedless 
raisins and when available a little 
chopped pineapple. Plump the raisins 
by putting into cold water. bring 
slowly to the boil, then leave til! cold. 


Anchovy Eggs in Tomato Cases 


Three eges; 3 large tomatoes: 
anchovy essence. 1 teaspoonful: 
butter, 1 o2.; chopped parsicy, | 
teaspoonful; anchovy fillets: small 

Cur the tomatoes across in halves. 
scoop out the pulp, and season cups 
with salt and pepper. Boil eggs hard, 
shell them, and cut in halves. cross- 


ways. Remove yolks and mash 
thoroughly with the butter, anchovy 
essence, and parsley. Fill the egg 


whites with the mixture and place in 
the tomato cup cut side downwards. 
Put achovy fllets crossways over the 


tops of the eggs and garnish with 
mustard and cress.

EPSTEIN IMPACT AT 
EDINBURGH 
By DOROTHY DAICHES 


The most outstanding feature of the 
first week of the 1Sth Edinbureh 
Festival has undoubtedly been the 
Epstein Memorial Exhibition. This 
unique exhibition has exploded like a 
hontb in the face of the sedate Edin- 
burgh citizenry. 


Ihe Waverley Market is one of the 
few places in the country which can 
house such a collection of gargantuan 
statuay y, and the skill with which the 
organisers have created 24 cunningly 
lit none designed salons out of a vast 
raftered barn has been consummate 
indeed. 

Epstein himself would never have 
dreamed that his “Risen Christ.” 
Genesis.” and “ Ecce Homo” could 
ever be gathered together under one 
roof, In the Waverley Market every 
one of his sculptures which are mov- 
able. in the sense that they can be 
detached from origimal sites, ts 
on show. Every phase of the evolu- 
tion of Epstein’s art is represented. 
One marvels at the delicacy of the 
bronzes he made in the last vears of 
his life, the early roughness having 


gradually softened and the angry, 
ugeressive surlaces of his earher 
works having become smoothed as his 
genius ripened and mellowed 
. 

In Edinburgh's High Street. oppo- 
site John Knox's pulpit. there is a 
medieval building in which Mary 


Queen of Scots is reputed secretly to 
have married the Earl of Bothwell 
after the assassination of the Earl of 
Darnley. In this unlikely spot, in a 
hastily knocked-up coffee bar appro- 
priately called “ The Howff,” one of 
the sensations of the Festival 
‘fringe coruscated into a brilliant 
overmght success which is the talk of 
the town. Martha Schlamme, the 
successful concert singer and cabaret 
artist, has captured “ Auld Reckie ” 
more completely than Bonnie Prince 
Charlie was ever able to do. 

In a smoky. undecorated, stone- 
walled room, holding no more than 
70 people. for the first six nights of 
the Festival she has been enchanting 
her audiences with folk-song recitals

As I happen to be one - the insig- 
nificant minority who have never 
troubled to a Lady Chatterley, | 
came to the Arts Theatre with an 
open mind.

HEN Mrs. M. Place, 

Managing Editor of the 

Girl Guides’ Association, 
paid her first-ever visit to Ireland 
this summer, she found many 
things to delight her. And not 
the least of these was her surprise 
meeting with the Dublin Jewish 
Rangers. 

Most Girl Guides’ Associations, 
as you may know, have special 
houses where their members can 
enjoy a country week-end, have a 
welcome break from town life, 
and also fit in some outdoor train- 
ing. Such a house does not 
replace camp. but it does provide 
a very good preparation for life 
under canvas. 

The Irish Girl Guides have two 
such houses, one near Dublin and 
the other near Cork. It was when 
she visited the Dublin house that 
Mrs. Place discovered the Jewish 
Rangers, who were enjoying a 
week-end in this quict hide-out 
among the mountains 

“I can't say that I was sur- 
prised to find them so smart, 
charming, and well-groomed,” Mrs. 
Place later wrote to us. “One 
expects this of our Senior Branch. 
But it is always a delight to see 
teenage girls looking so very well 
in uniform, and these Rangers 
certainly impressed me.” 

Another factor that impressed 
Mrs. Place. who is not a Jewess, 
was the obvious enjoyment with 
which these girls carried out their 
meticulous observance of the Sab- 
bath. “It obviously promoted in 


these girls a spiritual happiness-- 
one might almost say gaicty—that 
was good to see. Again, this is 
something that one expects from 
members of the movement, who 
take a solemn promise to honour 
God. But I was still impressed 
by the way in which the religious 
discipline had brought an expan- 
sion of the spirit and not a 
restriction of enjoyment.” 

As it happened, these Rangers 
did on one occasion break the 
Sabbath. Two of them came to 
the rescue of a Scout who had 
had an accident at a near-by Scout 
Camp, and needed to be driven to 
hospital. This kind of Sabbath- 
breaking is, of course, allowed ; 
some of our greatest rabbis set 
the precedent when Hillel nearly 
froze to death in the snow and 
they lit a fire to revive him, many 
centuries ago.

MR. MICHAEL AIZEN 


Mr. Michael Aizen. who died sud- 
denly last week in London, had a 
long and disfinguished record of 
Jewish public service in many spheres, 
writes the Rev. Dr. B. JOSEPH. 


For 26 years he was the diligent 
Secretary of the Hackney Synagogue, 
and during the war years acted also 
as the temporary Secretary of the 
Central Synagogue... His ability in 
synagogue organisation and adminis- 
tration was recognised by his col- 
leagues and he became the first 
Chairman of the Association of 
Secretaries of the United Synagogue 
and later Vice-President. Ever con- 
scious that his duties were “a work of 
holiness.” he performed them with a 
methodicity and meticulousngss which 
may well serve as a model for others. 


Mr. Aizen was one of the founders 
of the Hackney Associated Clubs and 
held many offices in the movement. 
He was also active in the Jewish 
Friendly Society movement, serving 
for many years on the Executive 
Council of the former Order Achei 
Ameth, and was an outstanding 
worker in the Jewish refugee move- 
ment, 


Several hundred old members of 
the Hackney Boys’ Club and the 
Hackney Girls’ Club will be saddened 
by the news of the death of Mr. 
Aizen, writes Mr. Harotp ALTMAN, 
of Edeware. He was for a number of 
years Hon. Secretary of the Clubs 
and he knew every member person- 
ally, taking a keen interest in their 
leisure-time activities and their wel- 
fare. His personality and great sense 
of humour made him a _ beloved 
friend and colleague. 


SIR CHARLES WEBSTER 


Sir Charles Kingsley Webster, the 
distinguished historian, who died in 
London on Monday at the age of 
75,..was a great admirer of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann. with whom he was in 
close touch at the time of the Balfour 
Declaration. 

As a member of the Intelligence 
Directorate. of the War Office in 
1917-18 and in the Foreign Office 
during the last war Sir Charles skil- 
fully dealt with many Zionist prob- 
lems In 1955 he went to Isroel 
to deliver the Weizmann Memorial 
Lecture at the Weizmann Institute 
at Rehovot. He gave a masterly 
sketch of the political and diplomatic 
background of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Palestine Mandate and 
paid a striking tribute to Dr. Weiz- 
mann as “the main creator” of the 
Jewish National Home with whom in 
his view none of the great leaders of 
nations which emerged during the 
First World War could compare in 
Stature 

Sir Charles presided over a mect- 
ing of the Jewish Historical Society 
of Eneland in 1957 when Sir Isaiah 
Berlin delivered Lucien Wolf 
Memorial Lecture.

The terrorists, who planted plastic 
bombs under the houses of a number 
of well-known persons with pro-de 
Gaulle or Left-wing sympathies 
(including the novelist Francoise 
Sagan), belonged to the neo-fascist 
O.A.S. Secret Army group, 

In all, 15 plastic bombs exploded 
in Paris during one hour on Wednes- 
day morning, doing some damage to 
property, although no one was 
killed Although the police. have 
met with no success in their attempts 
to apprehend the terrorists, they are 
said to be planning energetic action.
